consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make 
treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of 
the  Senators  present  concur;  and 
he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors, 
other  public  minbters  and  consub, 
etc." 

We  need  not  point  out  to  you 
gentlemen  who  know  the  Constitn- .

Looks  At  Baptists 

Every  Baptist  should  take  a  look 
at  the  February  14  bsue  of  Look 
Magazine,  which  devotes  eight 
pages  of  pictures  and  reading  mat¬ 
ter  to  a  story  of  Baptbts  in  the 
United  States.  Most  of  the  article 
u  true  to  fact,  but  there  b  some 
discrepancy  in  the  hbtosical 
points.  But  we  helievre  thb  to  be 
uninteutionaL  It  does  not  affect 


the  main  points  of  the  article. 

The  author,  Lewb  W.  Gillenson, 
staff  writer  for  Look  Magazine,  • 
shows  a  disposition  to  be  fair  in 
his  presentation  of  the  Baptbts.  He 
presenb  •  missions,  rural  and  city 
churches,  both  north  and  south 
with  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  photo¬ 
graphs  iUustrating  various  forms 
of  Baptbt  activities. 

Unlike  non-Southem  ■writers,  be 
gives  the  Baptbb  credit  for  “con¬ 
structive  work  in  the  field  of  Ne¬ 
gro  relations.”  He  also  praises  the 
Baptbts  for  their  evangelistic  seal 
and  "down-to-earth  approach  and 
'appeal  to  so  many  Americans.” 
C>>ntinuing  he  says,  “They  resem¬ 
ble  a  swelling  people’s  movement 
of  fourteen  million  personal  evan¬ 
gelists,  marching  down  God’s  road 
trumpeting  their  message  in  lang¬ 
uage  flavored  for  popular  con¬ 
sumption.  .  .  .  Unfettered  by  cen¬ 
tralized  organization,  slick  theol¬ 
ogy  or  fancy  liturgical  fixings, 
Baptbt  churches,  since  pioneer 
days,  have  been  popping  up  like 
flow’ers  in  the  spring. 

"Theirs,  however,  im  not  a  subtle 
faith.  They  are  bound  by  no  creed, 
sacraments  or  required  ritualq. 
They  preach  an  abiding  faith  in 
the  individual’s  right  to  worship 
God  as  he  pleases.  For  Baptists, 
the  simple  truth  of  the  Word  of 
God  taken  Wterally  from  Scripture 
b  aJl  the  basic  doctrine  one  needs." 

Look  poinb  out  that  the  history 
of  Baptbt  growth  is  the  history  oi 
the  struggle  against  those  who 
persecuted  the  fellowship  for  ib 
free  attitude  toward  worship.  The 
author  also  points  out  that  “Roger 
Willbms  carried  the  idea  with  him 
to  Massachusetts,  where  the  Puri¬ 
tans  greeted  its  followers  with  the 
whipping  post,  the  ducking  stool 
and  the  gallows.  Willbms  fled  lo 
Rhode  Isbnd  and  esbblished 
America's  first  Baptist  Church  in 
Providence  in  1639." 

The  article  b  abo  frank  in  stat¬ 
ing  the  truth  nbout  persecution  in 
Virginia,  which  in  part  b  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “In  IHrginb  .  .  .  dbsentiog 


Baptbb  were  tortured,  imprisone<i 
and  fined.  But  in  the  end  they  won 
more  converts  than  critics.  In  time, 
they  became  identified  with  the 
oive  big  principle  which  they  right¬ 
ly  cbim  is  their  gift  to  the  United 
Slates — the  doctrine  of  complete 
religious  freedom." 

Baptists  are  quite  often  knocketl 
and  criticized,  we  think  without 
reason.  Tims,  it  b  refreshing  to 
have  non-Baptisb  recognize  the 
contribution  tliey  have  made  in 
championing  the  cause  of  relig¬ 
ious  freedom.

The  records  of  the  church  show  that 
there  have  been  six-hundred  sixty- 
eight  additions  to  the  church  during 
the  paAorate  of  Dr.  Murphy  with 
two-hundred  eight  of  these  coming 
Into  the  church  by  baptism.

Baptists  Sponsor  Chapel 
On  Wheels  To  Migronts 

ATLANTA,  Oa.— (RN8)— A  ^apel 
on  wheels — beheved  to  be  the  first  In 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  history — 
is  being  operated  by  the  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Sam  T.  Mayo. 

The  former  Georgia  pastor  and  his 
wife  have  embarked  from  here  on  an 
unlimited  seven-state  mission  to 
thousands  of  homeless  migrant  work¬ 
ers.  Their  first  stop  will  be  Bradenton, 
Pla.,  where  the  vegetable  season  is  la 
full  swing. 

Their  “Gospel  Chapel,"  as  they  eall 
It,  Is  a  two-room  dwelling  which  ean 
be  quickly  tran^ormed  Into  a  chapel 
somplete  with  an  organ  and  seats  for 
a  congregation  of  40  persons. 

The  SO-ft.  chapel  en  wheels  een- 
toins  two  foiding  beds  that  are  eon- 
vertible  te  seats,  a  butane  gas  rtove, 
a  shower,  folding  chairs,  a  public  ad¬ 
dress  system,  a  motion  picture  pro- 
lector,  a  library  and  desk,  and  a  feld- 
faM  partition  that  makes  two  rooms 
for  two  Sunday  school  elaesrooms. 

Mr.  Mayo  resigned  his  pastorate  at 
Rochelle,  Ga.,  two  years  ago  to  be- 
eome  a  missionary  to  migrants.  He 
and  his  wife  started  out  with  a  con¬ 
ventional  trailer,  but  constant  trav¬ 
elling  over  all  types  of  roads  kept  ttie 
trailer  In  constant  ne^  of  repair. 

Then  he  traded,  the  trailer  tex  a 
•oe-ton  truck  and  for  months  he 
preached  from  the  rear  of  the  truck 
to  congregations  sitting  to  the  open 
air.  When  be  got  the  idea  for  the 
chapel  on  wheels  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  agreed  to  finance  H. 
Now  the  Convention  Is  looking  ter 
tom  more  couples  for  ttM  migrant 
ministry. 

A  eensoB  taken  by  the  Mayes  shew¬ 
ed  that  95  ef  every  IM  migrants  arc 
without  church  affiliation,  and  many 
ef  them  have  no  access  to  the  Bible 

ai  aU. 

The  missionaries  have  given  l,t00 
BH>les  to  needy  families  and  have 
seen  134  migrants  baptized  Into  some 
ehnreh  membership.  In  addition  to 
regular  services,  the  Mayos  conduct 
kindergarten,  nursery  and  Bible 
schools  for  ehneton  and  stososs  for 
■tterats  adults. 


Cardinal  Outlines 
Reunion  Basis 

LONDON— (RNS>— Christian  union 
san  only  be  attained  on  the  basis  of 
submission  to  the  Holy  See  at  Rome, 
Bernard  Cardinal  Griffin,  Archbishop 
•f  Westminster,  declared  In  a  Lenton 
IMstoral  letter  read  to  all  Roman 
Catholic  churches  here. 

nVe  Catholics,"  Cardinal  Griffin 
said,  "believe  that  our  Church  is  the 
sac  true  Church  founded  by  Jesus 
Christ,  whose  Vicar  an  earth.  His 
Holinem  the  Pope,  speaks  with  an 
INFALLIBLE  voice  when  defining  doc¬ 
trines.  We  eannot,  therefore,  hold 
that  other  denominations  are  equal¬ 
ly  true.  We  should  be  untrue  to  our¬ 
selves  and  dishonest  to  those  who 
are  seeking  the  truth  were  we  to 
pretend  that  they  are." 

“The  eall  for  reunion,"  he  said, 
"means  an  Invitation  to  all  non- 
CathoUcs  to  Join  the  one  true 
Church.  It  means,  to  other  words, 
submission  to  the  authority  of  the 
Holy  See. 

Cardinal  Griffin  went  en  to  warn 
that  cooperatlcm  wltti  men  of  good 
will  “must  never  lead  to  the  pretense 
that  differences  of  doctrine  do  not 
matter.” 

“Some  deeply  religious  m«i  do  not 
believe  that  Jesus  Christ  Is  the  Son 
•f  God,  others  do  not  believe  the 
Poi>e  Is  the  Vicar  of  Christ,”  he  said, 
adding  that  “those  who  deny  these 
fundamental  Catholic  doctrines  are 
only  deceived  If  they  are  encouraged 
to  hope  there  can  be  any  question  of 
reunion  until  theee  and  otter  Catho¬ 
lic  teachings  arc  accepted." 

*"rherefore,"  Cardinal  Giiffto  eoa- 
ttnued,  “cooperation  en  spiritual 
matters  ean  only  be  ea  parallel  lines, 
because  the  Catholic  who  has  elaimed 
to  be  a  member  of  one  true  Church 
eannot  take  part  to  the  services  ef 
another  religion."

Radio  Program  Is 
Reaching  The  People 

2000  Sermons  Mailed  Weekly 

Popularity  brings  problems  accord¬ 
ing  to  Rev.  A.  L.  Gatewood,  chairman 
ef  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Radio  Com¬ 
mittee.  He  says  that  the  Radio  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Is  faced  with  an  acute  prob¬ 
lem  in  being  able  to  take  care  of  the 
demands  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Hour. 

Last  October  the  budget  was 
planned  with  the  expectation  of  an¬ 
swering  50  letters  per  week  and  mail¬ 
ing  75  copies  of  each  sermon. 

’The  average  lately  has  been  near 
2000  copies  of  each  message  and  ap¬ 
proximately  150  letters  have  to  be 
answered  personally  each  week.  The 
Mississippi  Baptist  Ho\ir  Is  really 
reaching  the  masses  as  Indicated  by 
the  tremendous  response  through 
mall. 

According  to  Mr.  Gatewood  the  Ra¬ 
dio  Committee  is  facing  a  budget 
crisis  because  of  the  added  cost  of 
distributing  copies  of  sermons  and 
letter  writing.  He  Is  trying  to  carry  on 
the  work  in  connection  with  his  pas¬ 
torate  at  Itta  Bena  without  expense 
to  the  Committee. 

’The  Radio  Committee  is  asking  bffs- 
slssippl  Baptists  to  be  very  much  to 
prayer  for  this  ministry.  Its  effects  are 
being  felt  all  over  the  state  and  Us 
growth  has  been  in  such  manner  that 
we  cannot  ignore  its  importance.  We 
eannot  cease  to  follow  up  the  requests 
for  messages  or  to  answer  the  letters 
because  this  builds  the  program  and 
fulfills  its  ministry- 

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Hour  is  ea- 
pable  of  being  self-sustaining  If  a 
long  range  program  is  ad<^ted.  The 
listeners  are,  to  greater  part,  from 
the  small  towns  and  rural  areas.  Let¬ 
ters  pour  In — some  with  the  scribble 
of  pencil  that  you  can  hardly  read  to 
those  dictated  through  office  secre¬ 
taries.  Some  ask  for  prayers  apd  oth¬ 
ers  offer'  their  prayers.  Some  are  from 
broken  homes  while  others  praise  God 
for  thejr  homes.  A  few  lines  from  sev¬ 
eral  letters  follow; 

Lake,  Mississippi — “Just  a  line  to 
let  you  know  that  we  appreciate  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Hour  very  much. 
.  .  .  Have  enjoyed  Dr.  Miller’s  mes¬ 
sages.” 

West  Point,  Miss. — “I  heard  your 
message  yesterday  and  feel  so  much 
better.  We  are  in  bad  circumstances 
and  ask  you  to  pray  for  our  husband 
to  get  well.  .  .  .  You  know  no  Job 
means  hungry  children.” 

Memphis,  Tenn. — “We  are  a  group 
of  poor  people  but  we  lote  God.  We 
have  from  20  to  25  to  come  to  our 
house  each  Sunday  to  hear  your  great 
program.” 

Jackson,  Miss. — “Praise  God  for 
such  a  great  program.  I  was  saved 
yesterday  while  listening  to  your  great 
message.  Seems  like  God  Just  reached 
down  during  those  moments.” 

Each  letter  is  answered  and  then 
sent  to  the  nearest  pastor  for  a  per¬ 
sonal  visit.

Dr.  Edward  H.  Pruden,  pastor  of  the 
Plrst  Baptist  Church  where  the  Presi¬ 
dent  attends,  said  in  presenting  the 
visiting  missionaries  to  the  President: 
"This  is  the  fifth  annual  World  Mis¬ 
sion  Week  in  whch  we  have  tried  to 
make  the  people  of  Washington  con- 
sclous  that  missionaries  are  ambas¬ 
sadors  of  goodwill  to  every  nation. 
They  are  a  powerful  influence  in  cre¬ 
ating  that  reservoir  ot  goodwill  which 
may  prevent  another  world  conflict." 

Rev.  Isamu  Chiba,  native  JapsneM 
pantor,  told  the  group  earlier  in  the 
week  that  despite  the  fact  that  23 
of  the  53  Baptist  church  bulldiniE!.  iu 
Japan  were  bombed  during  the  war, 
membership  in  the  Baptist  churches 
had  more  than  doubled  since  the  war. 

Dr.  Harold  B.  Canning,  a  medical 
missionary  In  Nigeria,  told  the  group: 
"Africa  Is  Jumping  from  the  16th  to 
the  20th  century.  ...  It  is  no  longer 
the  ‘dark  continent*  ...  It  is  explosive 
Africa.  There  is  the  greatest  hatred 
for  white  people  today  that  Africa 
has  ever  known.

But  Dr.  J.  M.  Horton,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Indiana  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  says  a  majority  of  Hoosier 
Baptists  Ire  against  the  merger  plan 
now. 


BAPTISTS  KEEPING  60 
MISSIONARIES  IN  CHINA 

DALAAB— (RNS) —Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  reduced  their  missionaries 
In  Communist-occupied  China  by  two- 
thirds  “to  a  task  force  of  sixty  to 
test  out  the  situation." 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin  of  Richmond, 
Va..  executive  secretary  of  the  South-^ 
em  Baptist  Convention  Poreign  Mis-* 
Mkms  Board,  said  here  that  the  ex¬ 
pected  oi^josltlon  to  the  work  of  the 
remaining  m  lesions  rles  had  not  de¬ 
veloped.  » 

The  biggest  change  since  the  Com¬ 
munists  took  over,  he  said,  is  the 
attitude  of  the  Chinese  themselves. 
Prospective  (Christians  are  afraid  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  (Christian 
missionaries.  (Communist  leaders.  Dr. 
Rankin  added,  have  publicly  stated 
that  (Communism  and  Christianity 
don’t  mix  well. 

There  is  good  reason  to  believe.  Dr. 
-Rankin  said,  that  the  (Chinese  them¬ 
selves  in  time  might  absorb  the  (Com¬ 
munists. 

“The  turgid  mass  of  460,000,000  per¬ 
sons,  of  whom  eighty  per  cent  are  il¬ 
literate,  will  submit  to  any  regime 
that  will  permit  Ahem  tb  plant  a  crop 
and  harvest  1C,"  be  said.  "If  there  is 
a  crop  failure  they  will  change  al¬ 
legiance  from  one  (Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  to  another  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment.”  ^ 

Dr.  Rankin  made  plain  that  he  be¬ 
lieved  the  Chinese  brand  of  Com¬ 
munism  is  only  slightly  different  from 
the  Moscow  kind.
